cloning strategies. If desired, a combination of different, detectably-labelled 
oligonucleotide probes may be used for the screening of a recombinant DNA 
library. Such libraries are prepared according to methods well known in the art, 
for example, as described in Ausubel et al. (supra), or they may be obtained from 
commercial sources. 

Replace the paragraph on page 62, lines 19-23, of the specification with the 

following paragraph that has been re-written in clean form. 

Partial virulence sequences, e.g., sequence tags, are also useful as 
hybridization probes for identifying full-length sequences, as well as for screening 
databases for identifying previously unidentified related virulence genes. For 
example, the sequences of 36A4, 25A12, and 33C7 were expanded to those 
encompassed by contigs 2507, 1126, and 1344, respectively (Figs. 31 and 32A-I).
